THE IUNE INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


Latest News From the O rient- 
Drowning at Stockton— 
W hale Captured. 


(SPICIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECOBD-CNIOH.] 


PRISON DIRECTORS 
P erfecting A rrangem ents for the Pur­ 
chase ot an Industrial School Site. 
San F ra n c isco , June 15tb.—The State 
Prison Directors held an informal meeting 
to-day to complete arrangements for the 
purchase of lands and water rights for the 
building of the Preston Industrial School 
at lone, in Amador county. A conclusion 
was reached to have Messrs. B. and M. 
Isaacs execute a deed to their water-nghts, 
and to perfect their bond of indemnity, 
and to submit them to the attorney of the 
Board for approval, after which the money 
will be paid to them. The same process 
will be gone through with in the case of 
the land from the lone Coal and Iron 
Company. 
The cost of plant is as follows: Cost of 
land, $6,900; water-rights, $45,000; reser­ 
voir, $15,000; total, $06,900. The State, in 
its appropriation, allowed $160,000 for the 
purchase of land, water and the erection 
of buildings and maintenance of the 
school for the first vear, thus leaving in 
the neighborhood of‘$90,000 for the build- 
iogs.

THE LICK STATUE. 
Four M odels on Exhibition at the Me­ 
d ían les’ P avilion. 
S an F rancisco, June 15th.—Represent­ 
atives of the press and a few specially in­ 
vited guests were yesterdav admitted to a 
private view of the models of the four de­ 
signs which have been submitted to the 
Lick Trustees by artists who desire tose 
cure for themselves the erecting of the his­ 
torical groups of statuary which James 
Lick provided should be placed in front of 
the New City Hall. The models, which 
are about one-tenth the size of the perma­ 
nent groups, as intended to be when com­ 
pleted, are contained in the machinery hall 
of the Mechanics’ Pavilion, separated from 
each other by muslin screens. 
Three of the groups presented are by F. 
Happersberger, F. Seregni and James 
Hochholzer. The fourth design, sub­ 
mitted by Wright & Sanders, consists of a 
circular central shaft rising from a terraced 
base and surmounted by a heroic figure of 
California. From the base rise three cir­ 
cular projections, upon which are the sym­ 
bolical groups illustrating the different 
periods of California’s history, as required 
by the deed of trust. These groups, which 
were modeled by Marion Wells, represent 
the history of the State from the earliest 
days to 1874, while in bronze relief on a 
paneliDg around the base is n more detailed 
history of the various epochs. The three 
groups represent, respectively, the period 
from the establishing of the Missions, 
1766, to the American conquest; from the 
latter date until agriculture became the 
leading interest of the State; from this 
period until the foundation of the com­ 
mercial epoch. 
Around the shaft runs the following in­ 
scription; ‘‘Therefore God gave thee of the 
dew of heaven and the fatness of the earth 
and plenty of corn and wine.” On the 
front of the shaft is a bust of James Lick. 


TH E ORIENT. 
Latest N ew s Item s From China and 
Japan. 
S an F ran cisco , June 15th.—T he steamer 
Oceanic arrived from Hongkong and 1 oko- 
hama yesterday, bringing Dews from Hong­ 
kong to May 22d, and irom Yokohama to 
May 31st, as follows : 
CHINA. 
The Missionary Conference of 1890, 
which held its session at Shanghai, nar­ 
rowly escaped ending in a catastrophe on 
May 16:h. 
The accident, which was 
caused by the falling of a platform, erected 
for the seating of the members of the Con­ 
ference for the purpose of being photo­ 
graphed, might have been very serious 
had it not been for the great presence of 
mind of all who were present. 
Over 
three hundred people must have been on 
the staging at the time of the accident, 
and these were all thrown forward to the 
ground in one indiscriminate mass. 
The value of the stocks of public com­ 
panies in Hongkong has shrunk $13,000,­ 
000 since the end of June, 1889. 
The returns of the Imperial Customs for 
the first Quarter of 1890 show a slight in­ 
crease on the same period last year, but 
the total value of the trade is stiil under 
that of 1888. 
Z M. Barradas, the Superintendent of 
the Hongkong Money Order office, who 
is charged with embezzling $46,000, has 
been arrested in Mauila. 
The Viceroy of Canton reports that he 
has taken energetic measures to suppress 
piracy, which has recently given consider­ 
able trouble along the shoies of the 
Kwangtung province.

NATIONAL CAPITAL 


AT STARVATION’S DOOR. 
H a lifa x, June 15th.—The steamer Har­ 
low, which went to Bay St. George, New­ 
foundland, with a cargo of provisions, etc., 
was notified on its arrival at that port by 
the Collector of Customs that it would not be 
permitted to land any goods; that the peo­ 
ple had refused to pay customs duties to 
the Newfoundland Government. 
The Harlow consequently proceeded on 
her voyage up the Newfoundland coast, 
getting as far north as Flower’s cove, where 
the people were found to be in a destitute 
end deplorable condition for want of food. 
At the urgent request of the local relief 
committee some ot the cargo was landed 
for clstribution. 
Calling at Bay St. George on her return 
voyage, it was found that the residents and 
the island Government had come to an 
understanding, the former agreeing to con­ 
tinue to pay customs duties on the promise 
of the authorities to consider their griev­ 
ances. The Captain of steamer brought 
back a letter lrom Rev. Mr. Howells of 
Flower’s Cove, giving a harrowing state­ 
ment ol the condition of his people. 
He asserts that the Colonial Government 
failed to respond to several appeals for aid 
made last fall, and for that reason, during 
the long month until the steamer Harlow 
called, most of the people were on the 
verge ot starvation. The people were re­ 
duced to such extreme want that they had 
nothing to eat but the rotten carcasses of 
seals, and many were at the point of death 
when the Harlow arrived. 


W ill P rotect Tlielr R ights. 
S t.J o h n (N. F.), June 15th.—Premier 
Whiteway, speaking of the French shore 
fishery embroglio, said: “England’s milk 
and water policy can no longer be carried 
out, for we will take the law in our own 
hands by the enforcement of our Bait Act 
and retaliate on the Frenchmen. A fleet 
of armed cruisers will be immediately fitted 
out for this purpose. At leist we can 
cripple the French fishermen. England 
dare not ignore the situation any longer, 
tor there are four courses open—the pur­ 
chase of the French rights, arbitration, 
war or annexation to the United States.”

Measures Which Will b3 Discussed in 
Congress This Week. 


CONTRACT FOR THE CRUISER. 


Belief that a Satisfactory Settlement 
of the Silver Question Ha» 
Been Made.

THE 
B elief 
SILVER PROBLEM . 
that a Conclusion has been- 
R eached aad the B ill w ill Pass. 
W ashington, June 15th.—Yesterday a 
California Associated Press agent tele­ 
graphed that a certain Senator had circu­ 
lated a petition among the Republican Sen­ 
ators and that twenty-seven of them had 
pledged themselves to support the House 
bill, as passed by that body. To-night the 
correspondent is able to give the lull story 
of this transaction. 
On last Monday President Harrison sent 
for Speaker Reed and Secretary Windom, 
saying to them that something should and 
must be done toward a solution of the 
silver question, or the Republican Admin­ 
istration would suffer the consequences 
Harrison, Windom and Reed held a 
lengthy conference, and finally decided on 
a bill, supplementary to the existing law, 
which would provide for the coinage of 
$4,500,000 per month. They concluded to 
sound the Senators on this proposition, and 
accordingly Senator Spooner of Wiscon­ 
sin canvassed among the Senators and cir­ 
culated a paper upon which was written 
the silver proposition, as agreed upon by 
Harrison, W indom and Reed. He re­ 
quested that the Senators pledge them­ 
selves to support the measure and secrecy 
was enjoined by Spooner about the matter. 
Last night he had received thirty-eight 
signatures of Republican Senators, the 
only Republicans declining to sign being 
Teller, Wilcox, Pettigrew, Ingalls and 
Plumb. 
The Nevada Senators were not ap­ 
proached, but last night at about 5 o’clock 
President Harrison sent for Stewart and 
Jones of Nevada and Teller of Colorado. 
The President told them plainly that the 
Senate must pass a bill which the House 
could and would adopt. 
Harrison, in answer to a question of one 
of the Western Senators, said that the 
House would sgree to the elimination of 
the bullion redemption clause, and in his 
opinion it would agree to the provision re­ 
quiring a coinage ol four and a half million 
dollars per month. The President ex­ 
pressed the hope that the Senate would 
take action in the way of amendments 
which would be in the nature of a substi­ 
tute for the House bill, which action 
would avoid reference to a Concurrence 
Committee. 
The President also gave his callers to un­ 
derstand that he would not sign a free 
coinage bill. This accounts for Senator 
Stewart’s emphatic declaration to the Cali­ 
fornia Associated Press agent last night 
that “President Harrison will absolutely 
not sign a free coinage bill.” 
It will be remembered also tbat Stewart, 
at the same interview last night, said that 
before 6 o’clock Monday evening the silver 
bill would pass the Senate'with the bullion 
redemption feature stricken out, and with 
treasury notes made a legal tender, re­ 
deemable in coin. He said nothing about 
tlie provision compelling the coinage of 
four and a half million dollars per month, 
but said that the bill, as it would be 
amended, would be “a fairly good meas­ 
ure.” 
There can be no doubt that the plan, as 
above set forth, has been decided upon, 
and tbat such a bill will pass the Senate 
to-morrow. Speaker Reed will no doubt 
exert a great influence in getting the Hoooe 
to accede to the Senate amendments, or, 
more properly speaking, the Senate sub­ 
stitute, and which the President will sign, 
thereby making it a law. 
PROGRAMME FOR THE W EEK. 
M easures W hich W ill be D iscussed in the 
Senate and H ouse. 
W ash ing to n, June 15th.—General debate 
on ihe silver question is to clcse, by the 
present order of the Senate, at 3 o’clock 
Monday afternoon. When this matter is 
out of the way a struggle for precedence is 
possible. SeDaior Allison says he will ask 
to have the legislative, executive and judi­ 
cial appropriation bill considered. Senator 
Platt wants the bill to admit Wyoming 
taken up, and Senator Frye will press the 
shipping bill. If the Wyoming bill 13 
taken up, it is understood that the Demo­ 
crats will offer a substitute, to admit Wy­ 
oming, Idaho, New Mexico and Arizona in 
a body. 
By the middle of ihe week the Republi­ 
can members of the Finance Committee 
expect to have the tariff bill ready. The 
feeling prevails that the debate on tbat 
measure will not begin until some of the 
measures above referred to are disposed of. 
The remaining appropriation bills are to 
be vigorously pushed in the House this 
week. The sundry civil appropriation 
bills will be followed by the Indian appro­ 
priation bill and national bankruptcy bill. 
The Election Committee wish to call up 
the Mississippi case of Chalmers vs. Mor­ 
gan. The committee reports in favor of 
the Democratic member, and it may act as 
a softening prelude to an angry debate of 
the national election bill, which is expected 
to foiiow.

TH E BIG CRUISER. 
A Flan by W hlcli the Cramps May Secure 
the Contract. 
W ash in g to n , June 15th.—The Sunday 
Herald, the recognized authority on army 
and navy matters, has the following to-day 
in retraid to thecontract for the big cruiser; 
Secretary Tracy is in a pickle about the 
award of the contract for the 8,100 ton 
cruiser, as he is impelled by certain forces 
to give the work to the Cramps, of Phila­ 
delphia, and is deterred from so doing by 
the fact that the Eastern firm was under­ 
bid $50,000 cn the Department’s designs. 
As these bids are for the plans favored by 
the Secretary, he does not care to make the 
award on the basis of the bidder’s plans, 
which would enable him to give the job to 
the Cramps. The latters’ design alters the 
ship considerably without any advantage 
being gained except to cheapen her con­ 
struction and give tbe builders more 
chances of high premiums. 
There is talk of the problem being solved 
by an award to Cramp on his design, to be 
afterward changed back to suit tbe Secre­ 
tary. As this would in reality be a return 
to the Department’s idea, it will be equiva­ 
lent to giving Cramp the work at a fictitious 
bid, forcing him to acknowledge that he 
made an excessive estimate on the plans of 
the Government. A decision is expected 
to-morrow, and there is almost sure to be 
music in the air when it is announced.

ORANGE VALE. 
A » Excursion to the Sacram ento Colony 
Near Folgoim 
A group of eighteen citizens of Sacra­ 
mento visited Orange Yale Colony yester­ 
day, by invitation, leaving in Kent’s carry­ 
all carriage at half-past 0 in the morning 
and returning at 8 o’clock last evening. 
At The \ ilia, ’ at the Orange Vale towu- 
site, they were entertained by several offi­ 
cers of the colonization company, under 
the immediate direction of G. M. Mott, V. 
S. McClatchv, G. B. Katzenstein and P. C 
Dreseher. 
They were afforded an opportunity to 
ride leisurely over the entire colony tract 
so far as subdivided. The subdivisions are 
all ten acres. Each plat is surrounded by 
streets ami avenues, and water, in mains 
and pipes from twenty-six inches to four 
inches, is carried to every subdivision upon 
it.At all the higher points the pipes empty 
into small reservoirs, from which the own­ 
ers of tracts can distribute it, if desired. 
But it was explained that thus far no irri­ 
gation has been needed, and watering has 
been confined mainly to tbe ornamental 
trees planted along all the streets and 
avenues. The force of the water, which 
comes from the North Fork of the Ameri­ 
can river, is sufficient to throw an open- 
buit stream from a hydrant from six to 
ten feet perpendicularly into the air. and 
with an inch nozzle to reach the second- 
story of any building. 
All the gentlemen in the party versed in 
horticulture declared that they had never 
seen more rapid or healthier growth than 
the majority of trees aud all of the vines 
iu the colony tracts show, though none of 
them have been in the ground three years 
and many but one year. They added that 
no Southern California colony of equal age 
ever made so good a showing. There are 
now 560 acres in all, in the ten-acre lots 
planted to grapes, figs, almonds, peaches, 
cherries and apricots. The view irom an 
elevated point of more than fifty of these 
tracts, green with foliage of vine and tree, 
was one of the most charming, a delight 
to the eye and the strongest possible testi­ 
mony of the fertility of the soil. 
Perhaps the most attractive of the culti­ 
vated tracts are the two of Adam Andrew, 
planted mainly to figs, two of Dr. G. v! 
Ewing, mainly in peaches, one of Miss 
Jennie Govan, being very rich in varied 
foliage of orange, almond, peach, etc : one 
of H. Carmichael, in vines, melons, berries, 
oranges and peaches, and two of those of 
the company, not yet awarded, set out to 
oranges, grapes, almonds and peaches. 
The land is an elevated plateau, the sur­ 
face gently rolling, and 150 feet above the 
American river, the bluffs rising almost 
precipitously from the water's edge. There 
are about a dozen neat residences already 
erected and occupied, a school-house has 
just been completed and into it the visitors 
clambered and had the honor of ringing the 
first peals from the big bell in the tower. 
The colony traci, as stated, presents a 
lovely sight, and the officers of the com- 
pooj, n So franLly ..«ted that thev had in­ 
vited the guests to exhibit to them their 
pet colony and to evoke from them an 
honest expression of their opinion, were 
greatly pleased with the unanimous verdict 
of approval and congratulation. 
Abont three-quarters of a mile from the 
settled tracts is the town site, upon the 
river bluff. From it is unfolded a perspect­ 
ive not surpassed in this section ot the 
State. The scope of vision takes in valley, 
village, river, foothills and snow-capped 
Sierras in a half circuit of a hundred miles. 
It is a noble, an inspiring view ; one that 
it would seem should never cease by fa­ 
miliarity to be a delight to the eve. At 
the town site a well 150 feet in depth yields 
pure, cold water; beneath the bluff is a 
long, winding, rocky dell, the walls of 
which are tapestried with a marvelous 
wealth of ferns, aDd it is a favorite re­ 
sort and the chief romantic spot about the 
town site. Fine bridgfs span the narrow 
canyons on the bluff road, and along all 
the streets and ways ornamental ever­ 
green trees have been set out. 
Beyond this, aud the erection of “The 
Villa,” nothing has been done at the town 
site—that evidently is secondary, ana to 
respond to tbe demand of the colony as it 
grows—all attention being centered upon 
the ten-acre tracts, in and about which and 
the "ridges, roads, exterior fencing, tree 
planting and water introduction the com­ 
pany has expended over $200.000. Iu the 
tract there are 3,200 acres, and it was ex­ 
plained that it is the purpose to lay it all 
out on the plan already entered upon. 
The impression and expression of the 
visitors, and they were all practical busi­ 
ness men of shrewdness and independence, 
was that the colony is just what is claimed 
for it; that il is a good thing for Sacra­ 
mento county, a good thing lor those who 
own tracts in it, and a better ihing for this 
city, from which its supplies must be 
drawn, and where ali the stockholders and 
managers of the company live and are in 
business. 
Whatever value this purely voluntary 
record of that verdict of the visitors, and 
of what was apparent to the view of the 
R ecokd-U nion representative, is to the col­ 
onization company it is welcome to, since 
Grange Vale is clearly enteiprise in a right 
direction, the result of a right spirit on the 
part of citizens who have faith in Sacra­ 
mento county, and is public spirit off of a 
piece with what this journal advocates, and 
which, as a mere policy, pays.

DIFFERING VIEWS CONCERNING THE 
“ ORIGINAL PACKAGE” BILL. 


T he R ecord-U nion has heretofore pre­ 
sen tid its doubts concerning the W ilson 
b ill—to cure the supposed ills of the origi­ 
nal package decision of the Supreme Court 
o f the U nited Stales. 
In the last con­ 
sideration given to the subject we sug­ 
gested th at the passage of the bill exem pt­ 
ing liquors from the 
operation of the 
interstate commercial regulations estab­ 
lished by Congress for States prohibiting 
th eir im portation and sale, m ight bring on 
greater evils than those it is intended to 
cure. 
O ur suggestion then was th at the de­ 
cision of the Court left the m atter just 
w here it can well enough stand—th at is to 
say, the C ourt held that when the un­ 
broken commercial package has completed 
its interstate transit and mingles w ith the 
property in the State, it ceases to be ex­ 
em pt from State regulation. 
T hat so soon 
as it becomes a part of the common prop­ 
erty in a State, it is subject to local regu­ 
lation, even though that lie prohibition of 
th e sale of the contents. 
T he W ilson bill goes beyond this. 
I t 
declares th at when the original package is 
liquor, and it is shipped into a State for­ 
bidding its entry, it shall be taken to be 
divested of the original package form, ac­ 
cording to and under State regulation, and 
shall cease to be regarded as of interstate 
commercial character when its transit is 
completed. 
W hy, then, it is asked, is there danger 
in passing :<uch a measuic v 
Sim ply this : 
vliai 11 win open the way to the demand 
for legislation regarding other articles 
w hich the several States do, or may here­ 
after desire to regulate, and thus the whole 
system of interstate commerce regulation 
by Congress may be hroken down by siege, 
notw ithstanding the fact that knit into 
th a t grant of power to Congress is one of 
th e most vital and necessary threads of 
national unity. 
As the m atter is more studied graver ob­ 
jections to the W ilson bill rise to view. 
T hus, the learned Senator from Vermont, 
^Ir. Edmunds, has let it be understood 
th a t in his opinion as a constitutional law­ 
yer the Suprem e C ourt is wrong, and that 
tinder the Constitution “ when an Act of 
commerce is complete, among the States or 
from foreign nations,” its subject comes 
under the State law, where the Act of 
transportation ends, no m atter w hether the 
owner of the commodity is a citizen of that 
or of some other State. 
.Mr. Edmunds is not backward in sug- 
•gesting th at when another case comes up 
to the final tribunal, and a broader view 
is taken of the subject, the Court may 
change or modify its position and hold 
“ that the States of the U nited States, in 
respect of w hat shall lie done in those 
States, and not among them , is a m atter 
th a t the C onstitution 
leaves to those 
States to regulate as they will.” 
T here are many sound constitutional 
law yers who hold with Senator Edmunds, 
and it is freely asserted in W ashington 
th a t the m ajority of the Senate and the 
House concur in the view taken by him . 
If, then, there is a possibility of the Su­ 
prem e Court receding from its (tosition, 
th e passage of the W ilson bill will I* a 
m isfortune, because it will constitute a 
dangerous precedent, as an attem pt to re­ 
lax one of the bonds of union, and the 
uniform ity of commercial regulation. 
If the principle enunciated by Mr. E d­ 
m unds is sound, and it is drawn from the 
Constitution itself by natural deduction, 
then to pass the W ilson bill will lie to 
enact unconstitutionally and ineffectively. 
I f that proposition is sound, such legisla­ 
tion as is proposed is useless. 
Again, if 
th e constitutional grant to Congress to 
regulate commerce 
among 
the States 
leaves the latter powerless to interpose, it 
seems that any modification must come by 
constitutional amendment and not by leg­ 
islation, since there is force in the objec­ 
tion that exception by Congress is in tho 
nature of delegation of power th at is 
vested exclusively in Congress, and to dele­ 
gate any such powers is not given to Con­ 
gress. 
T he question rs then, is w hat the W il­ 
son bill attem pts delegation of the }>ower 
conferred by a specific irrant exclusively 
u]>on Congress? 
lin t it is said that the Suprem e Court, 
in its recent decision, said that application 
of a remedy for the hardship alleged by 
Iowa is w ithin the power of Congress. 
B u t th at was at most obiter dietum, and it 
docs not a p ila r that the point was ex­ 
haustively considered by the Court, uor 
th a t it was one of the issues argued be­ 
fóle it. 
W hen that question is argued be­ 
fore the Court, already divided in opinion, 
we may have a very different ruling. 
It 
is accepted now th at under the decision of 
th e Court the right to sell the liquor in 
th e S tate of arrival is given, since only by 
such sale can it mingle with and lvecome a 
p a rt of th e common propjrty in the State, 
,ai>d up to th at tim e the State law cannot 
interfere "except by Congressional per­ 
m ission.” 
T he Court said: 


To concede to the State the power to exclude, 
directly or indirectly, articles so situated. w ith­ 
out Congressional permission, is to concede to a 
majority of the people of s State, represented 
in the State Legislature, the power to regulate 
commercial intercourse between the States. 
The whole m atter, therefore, may be 
brought down and condensed into these 
two questions. 
Is prohibition of sale in 
or from original packages brought into a 
State interference with “commerce among 
the States ?” 
H as Congress, under its ex­ 
clusive grant of right to regulate inter­ 
state commerce, the power to delegate to 
a State any portion of power so granted ? 


T h e agent of the U nited States Govern­ 
ment, who was sent to San Diego to ex ­ 
plore the sensation concerning the alleged 
filibustering scheme to capture Lower 
California from Mexico, reports th at there 
was such a scheme, and, moreover, th at it 
was a very much more serious m atter than 
has been reported in the papers. 
This 
will not prove comforting to the San 
Francisco journals th at pooh-poohed the 
story and declared it a canard, simply be­ 
cause one journal of the metropolis was so 
fortunate as to have the first news of the 
ailair exclusively. 
The R e c o rd -U n io n * 
from the first expressed its belief in the 
genuineness of the expose, w hile adm itting 
that it m ight be a “fake,” to use an ex­ 
pressive bit of slang. 
The jealousy that 
refuses to recognize news th at a rival jo u r­ 
nal happens to receive first to the exclusion 
of all others, is mean, petty, and is con­ 
fined to San Francisco journalism. 
N oth­ 
ing of th at kind is known in the great city 
of New Y ork for instance. 
There it is the 
commonest thing to find the World repub­ 
lishing and commenting upon news re­ 
ceived by the Herald, and for the Tribune 
to credit the Post with enterprise, and the 
Post to repeat and discuss news unearthed 
by the Timet, and the Journal of Commerce 
to refer to the Star’s discovery of facts, and 
so on through the list. 
That is true jo u r­ 
nalism ; the San Francisco style is off of a 
piece w ith school-boy spite.

HOW AND WHY IT IS THE GLORY OF 
CHRISTIANITY. 


“A Sim ple Creed and A ll 
the 
Sam e 
Spirit the B asis o f Unity”— 
A Sunday Serm on. 


Such was the subject of the sermon 
preached in the English L utheran Church, 
in Pioneer H all, last evening by Rev. W . 
S. H oskinson. The speaker took for his 
text: “A nd the glory which Thou gavest 
me I have given them , that they may be 
one, even as we are one.”—John xvii., 22. 
Two leading ideas of church unity, he 
said, have been advocated from time to 
tim e—one, that there should be sameness 
of form; 
the other, identity of spirit. 
Many persons have contended for the same 
lorms of expression in church worship as 
the true ground for unity. These have 
fancied an ideal tim e for Christ’s chuich 
when the same liturgy shall be 
used 
throughout the world, when every church 
shall open and close with the same service, 
when the m inistry shall all dress in sim i­ 
lar garm ents as to color aad make, when 
theie shall be the sam e houi for tolling 
the church bell for services and the same 
hour for worship, when even the architec­ 
ture on church buildings, outside and in ­ 
side. shall be just alike. Thus these per­ 
sons can think of no truer unity than a 
church so regulated that the same prayers, 
w ith the \try same words, at the very 
same time, shall be ascending to the ear of 
God. 
Then others regard these ideas as some­ 
what fanciful aud im aginary, and have 
ceased to hope that this may come to pass 
—think, indeed, it would be a m atter of 
regret if it should ever be realized. 
They 
see how greatly the m inds of men differ, 
that their modes of thought are various, 
their abilities and associations diverse, aud 
thus they have ceased to look and hope for 
any other oneness for the church of Christ 
than a sameness of spirit. They, after the 
desire of Paul, w ant to see one m ind per­ 
vading and ruling the whole church. 
W e live in an age of change. Every­ 
where are movements that are sweeping 
away the old aud bringing in the new. 
Many old land m arks are being removed. 
It is a transposition era—we are betweeu 
two worlds, one dead and the other wait­ 
ing to be born. 
There are m any changes 
and the stream which is working these is 
made up of different influences. They are 
at work out of the church and in it. Some 
work for destruction, others for consolida­ 
tion and unity. 
Of the latter we may m ention spiritual 
unity as necestary to church unity. The 
latter cannot be without the former. There 
may be m any forms of the same spirit. 
Feelings that are identical have many 
forms of expression. 
The man of the 
East expresses his sorrows by loud lam enta­ 
tions and wailing?, throwing dust upon his 
head, while the man of the W estern world 
rules his grief and bears it quietly. 
Per­ 
sons of the same family are not alike. 
One sister will give vent to her feelings by 
dwelling on the noble traits in the char­ 
acter of the departed friend or brother; the 
other regards her sorrow too sacred for 
utterance, and her lips rem ain sealed. But 
still in both of these is true sorrow. 
Again, we know that the Eastern man 
removes his sandals when coming into the 
sanctuary; the W estern removes his hat. 
The Eastern reverently bows low down in 
the dust, the W estern scarcely bows bis 
head; but who will say which is the 
proper form of reverence? Is it not proper 
to say that both have true reverence, m odi­ 
fied by tem peram ent. Then in forms we 
see one and the same spirit. 
All living unity is spiritual and complex. 
You may see a unity in the grains of saud, 
but it is one of form, and is dead. 
In liv­ 
ing things the form is complex ; there is no 
uniform ity. Plants are not alike, neither 
are trees, nor flowers, nor leaves, nor faces, 
nor men. It is the spirit which makes 
men one. W e reach perfection by working 
out tbe life which God im plants w ithin us. 
And this will make a united church. More 
and more there will be one church in 
which the single spirit, the life of God. 
pervades each separate soul, and just as 
this life is exalted will the life of the indi­ 
vidual shine forth as tbe stars of heaven. 
Tucre is som ewhet of this Spiritual unity 
in the church to-day. It acts as a benefi­ 
cent atm osphere, and all feel its invig­ 
orating influence. “ It is one of tbe strik­ 
ing sym ptom s of this a g e; all responsive 
souls feel its invisible m agnetism ." 
The 
soil of to day contains seeds of spiritual 
unity that will to-morrow blossom into liv­ 
ing unitj-. Time harmonizes all. Over 
the fiercest sectarian st. rm s of these event­ 
ful years the eye of faith can see the rain­ 
bow of a united church and the reunion of 
christiandom . 
A nother help to unity is the recognition 
of the various forms of church organiza­ 
tion. The opinion that the episcopacy is 
the only form of church governm ent neces­ 
sary to a church is a barrier in the way of 
union. One ¡3 not inclined to fall in love 
with a system which denies the validity of 
his ordination and the regularity of" the 
m inistry of his church. One says: “Union 
on such basis seems far down the ages, 
when one of the good Bishops out in the 
West, after accepiine the hospitality of 
other denom inations, makes his report 
read : 
'H eld services in the Methodist 
house, baptized two children in the Pres­ 
byterian house.’ 
Of course, these were not 
churches.” 
These things do not tend to 
hasten the coming of the better time for 
which we are toiling. 
The divine rights of Bishops was not 
claimed in the early years of the Reforma­ 
tion. Only at the close of the age of 
Elizabeth do we learn that Bishops were 
necessary to a church. The ordination of 
ministers in foreign churches was first 
im pugned in the tim e of Laud and Charles 
I., so that any historical order reaching 
back through the centuries may well be 
questioned. 
A simple comprehensive creed is helpful 
to church unity. There is a demand for a 
confession which will state the vital truths 
of Christianity. 
Leave out of it philoso­ 
phy and metaphysics. 
Orthodox creeds do 
not diller in religious statem ents, but in 
theological secondary. We are one in vital 
truths. 
We all believe the Holy Scriptures 
of the Old and the New Testaments as the 
only rule of faith and 
practice. 
All 
Protestants believe that men are justified 
by faith in Jesus Christ, and that salvation 
in of the divine grace through Jesus Christ, 
the only Mediator and Redeemer. 
Non­ 
essentials m ust not be emphasized. The 
actual belief of the Christian churches to­ 
day is not realized. ‘ Prejudict and pride 
emphasize points of divergence more than 
points of agreem ent. We feel the discord, 
but fail to apprecia'e the concords. There 
is a divine power springing from our com­ 
mon opinions that is silently and surely 
drawing to closer relationship the branches 
of Christendom .” Calvin, Luther, Melanc- 
thon and Cranmer favored a sim ple creed. 
We may learn from them . 
None are so 
simple as the “Apostles,” the “Nicene ' and 
tbe "A tlianasian” creeds. 
The 
Nicene 
creed will* stand forever as a matchless 
statem ent of the fundam ental truths of 
Christianity. 
Thus, a long tim e ago, true unity was 
expressed: “ I am companion of all them 
that fear the Lord and keep his com ­ 
m ands.” True unity of spirit will express 
itself in unity of purpose to declare the 
glad tidings. The church is advancing. 
Sixty years ago Dr. Kinghorn, a closeconi- 
munionist, was asked if he did not expect 
to meet Dr. W atts and Dr. Doddridge in 
heaven. He said that while with God all 
things were possible, be could hardly ex­ 
pect it. Such an expression would hardly 
be thinkable in our day. Toplady and 
Charles Wesley engaged in one of the 
most bitter controversies of history—that 
b^w een the followers of Jam es A nninius 
and John Calvin. They called each other 
names and wrote bitter things. 
But one 
of these men wrote “Rock of Ages Cleft 
for Me," and at the same tim e the other 
wrote: 
“Jesus, Lover of My Soul.” 
The true spirit which makes men and 
churches one was seen in these meu as 
well as in their writings. 
And so a fuller 
unity is coming. 
In God’s good time, we 
know not when; and his own way, we 
know not how; when the mission of tbe 
various churches lias been fulfilled; then, 
and not till then will there be a union of 
Christendom. 
The Holy Ghost will effect 
this unity. 
The spiritual welfare of the 
church requires it; and some future histo­ 
rian with pen in hand will write: “ Luther 
for the Lutherans, Calvin for the Presby­ 
terians, Cranmer for the Episcopalians, 
Rodger W illiams for the Baptists. John 
Robertson for the Congregationaiists, Wes­ 
ley for tbe Methodists, and then, dipping 
his pen in the crimson stream which 
flowed from Calvary, will write 
Jesus 
Christ—a sufficient Savior—the all and ia 
all.”

SACRAMENTO WINS ONE, 
ONE, AND OAKLAND 
STOCKTON 
TWO. 


The Senators fn atch Theirs Out of the 
F ire—San Francisco, O akland and 
Sacram ento in a Bunch* 


For fully three hours Slid a half a crowd 
that filled the grand and special stands at 
Snowflake Park sat to witness the ball 
game between the Sacramentos and Stock­ 
tons yesterday afternoon. It was not be­ 
cause the contest lasted that long, but the 
train bearing the clubs from Stockton was 
an hour and thirty minutes late, and did 
not arrive at the ball grounds until nearly 
half past 4 o'clock. If it had not been for 
the band of mnsic that luckily was in at­ 
tendance, there might have been more im­ 
patience manifested by the audience, but 
as it was there were but four petsons who 
demanded their money back and left the 
park. 
As the train neared the grounds a cheer 
went up from the stand, and the two clubs 
came promptly on the diamond. Stapleton 
limped on account of having strained a 
cord in his leg, and Bowman was assigned 
to first base and McHale to catch. Farrell 
was sent into right field. Smith, who has 
played here several times with the Sacra­ 
mentos, was in a Stockton uniform and 
guarding the initial. Kilroy stepped into 
the pitcher’s box, Goodenough got in posi­ 
tion to line the ball out, and Umpire Dono­ 
hue called play precisely at 4:30 o’clock. 
It looked like a run for the Sacramentes 
in the first inning, but with three men on 
bases and P.oberts at the bat, the ball was 
sent to Wilson, who touched Godar out on 
the line. Both clubs were blanked in the 
first inning, and Stockton was shut out in 
every inning up to the sixth, but in that 
they made enough runs to all but win the 
game. At the end of the fifth the score 
was 4 to 0 in iavor of the home club, but 
at the end of the sixth inning matters had 
assumed quite a different asptct.

The home nine, however, got in some 
telling work in the ninth inning, and the 
result was the addition of two runs to their 
score. Farrell went to the initial on balls, 
but was thrown out at second base on tbe 
next pitch. Bowman hit a good single, and 
succeeded in making second base by a 
hair’s breadth. Roberts made a hit. Reitz 
hit a short one to Fudger, who fumbled, 
and Bowman scored. McHale got first on 
balls. Harper came to the bat and knocked 
a long fly to center field. After it was 
caught Roberts ran in, scoring the second 
run. Dalv bit to Wilson, who forced Reitz 
out at third base. 
The Stocktons commenced their half 
with Cahill to tbe bat. He drove a terrific 
line hit into center field, and it was only 
by a neat stop of Goodenough’s that the 
drive was not a home-run. Vogt hit to 
Reitz, who forced Cahill out at the center 
bag. Vogt neatly stole second base. Fudger 
fanned, and there were two out, but the 
Stocktons had not yet tired by any means. 
Fogarty waited and got his base on balls, 
and Swan did tbe same thing. TheD Holli­ 
day came to the bat, and hitting the ball 
squarely it went upwaid and out into cen­ 
ter field.

T H E FA R M ER 'S LOT. 
A Serniou Before a G raduating Class of 
an A gricultural College. 
A mherst (Mass.), June 15th.—A sermon 
before a graduating class at the Massachu­ 
setts Agricultural Coliege was delivered to­ 
day by Professor O. S. Walker. The topic 
was the "Duty of the Educated Farmer.” 
Professor Walker said: 
» 
“Heretofore in all parts of the world the 
farmer has been no match for his adver­ 
sary. He never held his own against the 
soldier or priest, against the politician or 
statesman. In ancient times he was a 
slave and in the Middle Ages a serf. In 
the nineteenth century he is a slave, serf, 
peasant or proprietor, according to location. 
The American farmers, as a cless, are face 
to face wiih a crisis. They have subdued a 
continent and furnished raw material for 
our factories, oread f .r our operatives and 
manhood for our civilization. They have 
austaiued the nation's credit with their 
hard-earned dollars, rescued endangered 
liberty with their conscientious ballots, and 
defended time and again the stars and 
stripes with their loyal blood. 
“Vigorous in body, strong in character, 
striking in individuality, lovers of home, 
massive in common sense, fertile in re­ 
sources, devout believers in Providence, 
the farmers of America will never allow 
themselves io be overwhelmed by the fate 
that sunk the tillers of the soil in India, in 
Egypt and in Europe. 
“From all parts of this land the farmers 
are coming together. Organization and 
co operation are wonderful ideas that have 
awakened them as never before. They are 
grasping hands with a grip that means 
something. Tbev are comparing the ways 
and means of uniting upon the ends to be 
gained. They demand for themselves and 
their children an education equal to the 
best. They insist upon a fair share of the 
profits of American industry, claiming 
that no .State can long exist in which the 
tillers cf the soil hear most of the burdens 
and share little of the blessings of advanc­ 
ing civilization. 
"But they are iu danger of making mis­ 
takes in this struggle that may turn back 
the progress of this movement. They de­ 
mand leaders. To supply this demand is 
the imperative duty of the educated farmer. 
Whatsoevei of bodily vigor, mental power 
and mora! heroism the educated farmer 
has acquired from his ancestors, college or 
university, he will need that he may con­ 
secrate them to the great work of strength­ 
ening his brother tarmers of America so 
that they shall ever remain the immovable 
foundation of this the only republic whose 
empire has not been rapidly undermined.” 


FR E E W OOL. 
The W ool Consum ers’ A ssociation P eti­ 
tion Congress to R em ove the Duty. 
Boston, Jane 15th.—A memorial in favor 
of free wool hae been sent to the Senate 
Finance Committee by the Wool Con­ 
sumers’ A-soclation. It closed thus : "As 
ail the wool grown in the world is now 
wanted, ;be American grower could hardly 
be injured by the readjustment of values. 
If, at the worst, his product should fall 
slightly in price, he would be comoensated 
soon by a larger and more certain demand 
frr.tu a stimulated and increased manu­ 
facture. The half bird mutton-sheep wool, 
in warp, works admirably with the rejected 
wools in filling. Tnus mutton flocks would 
be stimulated through the importation of free 
raw materials. The American consumer of 
woolens and worsteds would get better 
fabrics at prices generally lower.’’ 


W HITE CAPI. 
A New Je rse y Tow n T erro rized by a 
Law less B and. 
New Y ork, June 15th.—There is a reign 
of terror id the village of Whippemay, N. 
J., over a band of White Caps. For two 
or three weeks the inhabitants have re­ 
ceived somber warning of approaching 
visits from the band Last Monday night 
the White Caps appeared at the home of 
Rcbert Magee at 11 o’clock. Magee and 
bis mother were in bed. 
They were 
awakeued by loud pounding upon the 
door. Magee opened it and was confronted 
by a tail man, who said. “We want you.” 
He was in his night ciotliea. They grasped 
hold of him and dragged him off. Thev 
took him a short distance and began to 
beat him with clubs and straps. Magee 
cried out. and this caused the White Caps 
to gag him with a handkerchief. The 
cries, however, aroused Magee's mother, 
and she ran to her son’s assistance. 
The White Caps immediately attacked 
her. Ooe struck her over the hand with a 
club, breaking her fingers. 
They also 
beat her upon the shoulders and breast. 
Her cries aroused the neighbors, who 
rushed to her assistance. When the gang 
saw them coming they fled to the woods. 
Mrs. Msgee was cariicd to the house in a 
faiut. She ;s still confined to her bed from 
the beating she received and the shock.
